The engagement has àttracted especial 
attention, /token in connection with 
Mr. Grant's California exjwrience, 
and has been extensively discussed 
here and in 8ah Francisco. 
The 
bridegroom is a lawyer of New York 
city, who has already won some dis- 
tinction in^is profession, and whose 
prospects are of 
thé best. 
The 
bride 
is the 
only daughter of 
Senator Chaffee. She is a blonde of 
the purest type, aged about 22, and 
has been a prominent belle in New 
Vork society since her introduction 
theré. The courtship which has re- 
sulted in her marriage with Mr. 
Grant is a little over a year old and 
is described by intimate friends of 
both parties as a match of pure love. 
The engagement has existed nearly 
thtee months, and has been thus early 
consummated only at the earnest 
solicitation of the bridegroom. 
Two 
weeks ago the date of the ceremony 
was fixed and in accordance with ar- 
rangements the ceremony was to be 
of a strictly private nature. The Rev. 
Newman was engaged by Mr. Grant 
in person to perform the ceremony, 
which was in accordance with the 
Methodist form.

S o s a r F r o m tbe Beet Root. 


The complete success of the manu- 
facture of sugar from the beet root 
In France and Germany has given an 
impetus to the same industry in the 
United States, and before long it\ is 
not improbable that the sugar beet 
and the sorghum plant will be recog- 
nized as important competitors with 
the sugar cane of Lousiana and Cuba. 
The sugar from Hawaii is imported 
into California under treaty stipula- 
tions duty free. But even with this 
special privilege accorded to the States 
of the Pacific coast, three 
sugar 
beet factories 
have been 
estab- 
lished 
in California, working under 
American processes, the foreign hav- 
ing failed, one of which, it is reported, 
will use in sugar making 8,000 tons 
of beets the present year, and success 
has so far attended its manufacture 
that the capacity of the establish- 
ment is to be increased. 
Anbther 
manufactory of sugar from the beet is 
at Los Angeles, and a third in South- 
ern California, near 
San 
Diego. 
There are also similar manufactories 
in the lííistern States,one in Delaware, 
another in Maine, and a third in 
Massachusetts. 
One 
company 
is 
alM making 
beet 
root 
rugar 
in 
Canada, and a second oimpany is said 
to have been formed there, but is not 
yet in operation. 
The extent of the 
manufacture of beet root sugar in 
France and Germany may be best un- 
derstood from the fact tiiat in France 
atone 500 factories are in operstion, 
and quite a large number in Germany, 
and mat England imported of these 
sugars from those cOuntnffrin 1879 no 
leés than 873,588,000 pounds of unre- 
fined sugar and -"37,588,600 pounds of 
refined.

Whatever may be the feeling of the 
local democracy with respect to the 
probable result of yesterday's str jggle 
throughout the union, in the absence 
of full returns from all tbe states, the 
democratic managers of the campaign 
in the city of Fort Wayne and in Al- 
len county, and indeed the entire 
body of democratic electors, have 
every reason to feel prond of the 
splendid fight they have won, in the 
banner county, and the republicans 
have no cause for rejoicing. The 
most convincing proofs that Garfield 
is the president-elect will have to be 
received in order to ofiset the humili- 
ation felt by the republicans- of this 
county, with respect to the local 
struggle, before they will be able to 
grinSufficiently to hide their chagrin. 


Nothing in addition to the eliction 
comments iu last evening's edition of 
THE SENTINEL need be given con 
cerning the manner in which the 
contest was conducted in Fort Wayne.
